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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

The examiner's initial telephone request for an election between the apparatus and method claim has been 
reconsidered and subsequently withdrawn. 

Drawing Objections 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) because they include the following 
reference character(s) not mentioned in the description: 9 and 11, appearing in Figure 1, and 29 and 31, appearing in 
Figure 2. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d), or amendment to the specification to add 
the reference character(s) in the description in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(b) are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the 
figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Maguire et al., US 6,038,525, who 
teaches the following: 
Claim 1: 

■ A coating source for processing the substrate; 

■ A sensor that generates a signal directed toward the uniformity of the coating (3, 28-40; 4, 28-41); 

■ Means for generating a control signal in response to the sensor signal (5, 6 Iff) 
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o Wherein the control signal is capable of modifying various operational parameters such as 
laser energy and motor power (6, 2-3) 

Claim 2: 

■ Processing the substrate in a treatment area of a treatment source; 

■ Wherein the processing proceeds in accordance with a set of parameters 

o Wherein the operating parameters include laser energy and motor power (6, 2-3); 
o Wherein the control parameters include film thickness and the composition of the deposition 
(Fig. 8; 3, 49-52); 

■ Determining a deviation of the control parameters from a predetermined set point (5, 4-9; 5, 37-60); 

■ Generating a control signal in response to a deviation (5, 37-60); 

■ Modifying at least one operating parameter in response to the control signal to compensate for the 
deviation (5, 6 Iff); 

The following prior art, though not relied upon, is germane to the applicant's disclosure and is made of record 
accordingly: Jones et al, US 6,344,232; Gevelber et aL, US 6,162,488; Park et al., US 5,893,050.
